She gave the judge a 
knowing glance as though she had 
seen him somewhere before.

A year ago she was born in Fair- 
view Park Hospital. Her mother 
called her "little son." and even 
the nurses noted in the hospital 
record that she was a t>oy. Then 
all of a sudden she became a girl. 


The discovery lust about ostra- 


cized her from the family of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sam Smith, into which 
she had been born. In fact. Mrs. 
Smith insisted she was not her 
child at all. A mistake had been 
made, the 
grief-stricken 
mother 


protested; the nurses had mixed 
the babies; some one had her boy; 
and she had somebody else's girl. 


"Baby Smith," though nameless, 


endured it all without a whimper 
while doctors and 
learned 
men 


talked of blood tests and what not. 
At the wee age of three weeks she 
was haled into a court room.

been 


relied 
upon for 
all University 


work, including the printing of 
the Texan, and many are the tales 
among "old timers" of the Texan 
staff about the rush and mix-ups 
entailed in getting last 
minute 


copy from 
the campus . to the 
printing office. 


In 1918, the plant was taken from 


the control of the -journalism 
de- 


partment and made into a sepa- 
rate department under tho direc- 
tion of A. C. Wright, who 
still 


serves^ as manager. 
Journeymen 


and printers were employed, and 
the press was used for all Univer- 
sity printing. By this time 
the 


value of the plant was estimated 
at $15,000, an increase 
of $5,000

The hole in the bottom of the 


Nueces river is so great that 
a 


five-foot rise in the river at Legu- 
na >11 disappears 
in a boiling 


whirlpool as the river crosses the 
fault. 
Consequently the river is 


too low at La Pryor to make 
a 


gravity system possible. 


Engineers propose to change the 


river so that it will not flow into 
the fault and brine: it to the vicin- 
ity of La Pryor, where it would 
be diverted into a storage reser- 
voir big enough to irrigate the 
33.000 acres in the project.

false swearing. 


"6. .Any voter residing in Corsi- 


eana when has changed his resi- 
dence, must see to it that his name 
or her name is transferred to the 
new precinct or ward at least four 
days before the election. Do not 
forget this. 


"7. In the City of Corsicana,"-no 


one can vote unless his or her 
toame appears on the poll tax list 
furnished the election judges.

PROMISED BY HOOVER LAST 


NIGHT IN IOWA ADDRESS 


WE_ST BRANCH, Iowa, Aug. 22. 


—(fPy—Au. agricultural conference in 
which Frank O. Lowden of Illinois 
and other farm leaders* will 
be 


asked to participate In the search 
for a common ground,upon which 
to act for farm relief was proposed 
here Tuesday by Herbert Hoover 
Jn his homecoming address in the 
heart of the corn belt. 
"In formulating recommendations 


for legislation to carry 
out 
the 


proposals of the party," the Repub- 
lican presidential candidate said "I 
trust that we may have the 
full 
assistance of the leaders of agri- 
cultural thought. I am not insen- 
sible to the value of 
the study 


which sincere farm leaders 
have 


given t6 this question of farm leg- 
islation. They have all contributed 
to the realization 'that the prob- 
lem must be solved. They will be 
invited into conference. 
Outstand- 
ing farmers such as Governor Low- 
den will be asked to join in the 
search for common grounij upon 
whltfh we can act" 
. Calling of such a conference na- 
turally is predicated upon Hoover's 
election, but the nominee did not 
indicate whether it would be his 
purpose to call it before or after 
his inauguration. His Democratic 
opponent 
has 
announced that 


should he be elected he would in- 
vite farm leaders in immediately 
after Nov. G. 


Former Governor Lpwden is the 


foremost exponent, of tho equaliza- 
tion fee plan of: farm relief, and

In his address here the G. O. P.

Two Preachers, Imprisoned For Their Gospel, Freed 


By a Miracle, Save Their Jailer, But Give the 


Magistrates A Sharp Awakening As to 
. 
Citizen Rights—A Modern Parallel.

This melodramatic old story of forting truths of our faith is that 
Paul and Silas in prison has pecu. 
liar interest for me, because it was 
my privilege, while traveling in the 
same Macedonia, in 1919, as corre- 
spondent of "The New York Her- 
ald,' 'to emulate Paul's example a.nc 
teach the Greek officials a stern 
and humiliating 
lesson, forcing 
them to release instantly 
three 


American 
Board 
missionaries 
whom they had unjustly arrested. 
Before the incident was closed, and 
after the commanding general and 
local governor had apologized to 
the missionaries. King Alexander 


• himself went o'er to Salonika to 
apologize in person in behalf of the 
Greek nation. 


Some minds are muddled on this 
point of citizenship rights. One of 
my freed missionary friends at Sa- 
lonika was for swallowing all the 
affronts that had been offered him, 
"for the sake of peace." But it is a 
poor and short peace that is secur- 
ed by this route. This mistaken 
idea of Christian meekness 
has 
been responsible for endless humi- 
liation for the Christian Church, 
at the hands of politicians and bus- 
iness interests., It has been long 
deemed safe to flout the Christian 
conscience. 
"It's only the church 


people who are objecting," say the 
politicians, on the prohibition ques- 
tion. "The Church folk are a neg- 
ligible quantity," once remarked an 
eminent publicist to me in Wash- 
ington . 
Paul's stern sense of manhood 
rights, and of citizenship rights, 
has not always marked the conduct 
of Christians in relation to public 
affairs. Thus, as ever, a duty neg- 
lected has meant a power surren- 
dered, Paul was not less a. Roman 
because he was first of all a. Chris- 
tian. But he was first a Christian; 
wherein he differs from some of us, 
who are first of all members of 
some political party or commercial 
organization or social group. 
Bad For Business. 
Religion is good for good busines: 
but bad for bad business. Paul'; 
preaching in Philippi was good— 
the superlative good—for a group 
of converts, whom he ever 
aftei 
loved with especial affection. Bu 
it was bad for the 
business o: 
some exploiters or a poor girl, £ 
ventriloquist and fortune teller, ou 
of whom the apostle cast the de 
mon that possessed her, and se 
her free. This meant' liberty and 
sanity and normal life for the girl 
but it destroyed the profits of hei 
managers. 


So, as was often the case Paul's 
experience, as it also had been in 
tlie life of his Master before him 
business raised a hue and cry. Of 


all the forces of nature are but 
servants of the living God who is 
our Father; and that they are mln 
istering angels of His will. Chris- 
tian history is full of instances of 
Divine 
intervention 
by 
nature's 
phenomena. 


God has His own strange ways 
of answering prayer, as in the case 
of Paul and Silas. One has put the 
truth in verse;—

An Earthquake-Angel. 
Our word "angle" means simply 
"messenger," and God as an infi- 
nite variety of messengers for the 
running of His errands. Even the 
earthquake may serve His 
pur- 
poses, as did the one which rent 
the locks and doors of the Phillip- 
plan jail. One of the most com- 


ng? I once heard Mr. Moody say 
hat when he and Sankey would 
strike a snag in their evagelistic 
work, and th'e outlook was dark, 
he would call on Sankey to sing.

He regarded 
it as "purely political," and said 
"when the campaign begins I do 
not propose to have the issue of 
that campaign befogged by contro- 
versy ov.r Irrelevant things, such 
as the discussion of my votes as a

"No one in all the 25 years of my 
public life has' ever dared to make 
the vile suggestions which ema- 
nated from Mr._ White, with the 
approval of Henry J. Allen, publi- 
city director of the republican na- 
tional committee," the reply con- 
tinued. Then, referring to White's 
cablegram from Europe denying 
he had "retracted" his charges as 
to gambling and commercialized 
vice, and which Governor Smith 
sa'id was given to the newspapers 
by the committee as an "official re- 
lease," it went on:

Liquor Measures. 
Tackling first White's charges 
dealing with liquor measures, Gov- 
ernor Smith said there had been "a 
deliberate attempt" to show that 
"my votes dealt with a far greater 
number of so-called liquor bills than 
in fact they did," that the intent 
of many had been misrepresented, 
and that almost invariably republi- 
can leaders had voted as he did on 
them. 


Referring to the claim he had 
voted to allow saloons within 200 
feet of a church or state school any 
place on Manhattan Island south of 
59th street, he asserted this was 
unfair as the bill in quesion ap- 
plied only to the Hotel 
3otham 


which, while within 200 feet of a 
church, was permitted under court 
order to serve liquor to guests by 
the device of renting a house out- 
side the 200-foot limit, having a ho- 
:el employe purchase the liquor in 
this house and then carry it to the 
;uests in the hotel itself." 
'Fair minded men," he 
said, 


'were confronted with the decision 
as between a license for the sale 
vithin the premises of the hotel 
and the spectacle of bellboys walk- 
ng through the street with cock- 
ail shakers and wine1 baskets in 
heir hands. 
"I chose to end the hyprocracy of 


iuch a procedure, and in view of 
he high character of the hotel, I 
vas entirely satisfied that If liquor 
vas to be consumed within the ho- 
el it might just as well be sold in 


Commercialized Vice. 
As to commercialized vice, the 
overnor toolt up his vote against 


bill introduced first in 1919 and 
•hich proposed to regulate renting 
f rooms in hotels. The measure, he 
ontended, was "unquestionably un- 
onstitutional and unworkable."

Applause Frequent. 


The governor frequently halted 


the applause that rang through tho 
crowded chamber by holding up his 
hand. Outdoors the handclapping 
and cheering almost every subject 
he touched upon—as he promised 
to give the farm surplus crop prob- 
lem his Immediate attention, If 
elected; as he assailed the republi- 
can administration en many scor- 
es, particularly on its latin,Ameri- 
can policy; as ho pledged himself 
to a "real" endeavor to otitlaw war, 
and as he opposed the basing of 
immigration quotas on a census 38 
years old.

can propaganda," counseled Smith, 
"and accept my assurance as the 
leader of our party that democratic 
tarltf legislation will be honest. It 
will play no favorites.

In assailing the administration's 


course with regard to Mexico and 
Nicaragua, the democratic party 
leader said:
